Examiner has taken another look at Claim 1 in detail and has determined that the Kumar reference continues to read on Claim 1 as 
Claim 1 is currently written. CDMA 2000, as stated in the Office Actioni dated April 21 , 2005, comprises a method wherein the first 
transmit power level of the mobile station on the first reverse link channel is responsive to the collective power control commands of base 
stations in the active set, which comprises serving and non-serving base stations. The second transmit power level of the mobile station 
on the second reverse link channel is also responsive to the. collective power control commands of base stations in the active set. Since 
the collective power control commands of the base stations (serving and non-serving) control the transmit power of the mobile station on 
each of the reverse link channels there will be a serving base station that sends power control commands for controlling the transmit 
power of the mobile station on a first reverse link channel and a non-serving base station that sends power control commands for 
controlling the transmit power of said mobile station on a second reverse link channel. Applying the broadest reasonable interpretation to 
Claim 1, Kumar reads on Claim 1 as Claim 1 is currently written. There is no claim language in Claim 1 that explicitly shows the 
independence or separation of the serving and non-serving base station. Examiner is in agreement with the undersigned attorney on not 
wasting the examiner's time, Applicant's time, and Applicant's money to force an appeal thus examiner suggests changing the claim 
language of Claim 1 to specifically point out said independence or separation of the serving and non serving base stations in a request 
for continued examination .
